Morse  Flag  Is  Awarded  to  Joseph  D.  Hoague; 
Master's  Cup  to  William  Sheffield 


Prominent  Educators  To  Speak  Tonight 

At  Commencement  Dinner  To  Be 

Held  On  Morse  Field 


Presentation  of  diplomas  to  the  members  of 
the  graduating  class  was  made  this  morning 
by  President  James  Duncan  Phillips  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  The  Reverend  Arthur  Lee 
Kinsolving  of  Trinity  Church,  Boston,  deliv- 
ered the  address  at  the  exercises  which  marked 
the  174th  commencement  of  the  Academy. 

Prize  awards  were  made  by  Headmaster  Ed- 
ward W.  Eames.  The  most  coveted  prizes,  the 
Morse  Flag  and  the  Master's  Prize,  were  re- 
ceived by  Joseph  D.  Hoague  and  William 
P.  Sheffield  respectively. 

Following  the  exercises,  the  Glee  Club  gave 
its  final  concert  in  the  Lang  Gymnasium.  Mrs. 
Benjamin  J.  Stone  played  two  groups  of  piano 
pieces  as  part  of  the  program. 

Luncheon  was  served  to  a  large  group  of 
parents  in  the  gymnasium,  and  other  guests 
and  the  members  of  the  school  had  a  buffet 
luncheon  on  the  campus. 

Deerfield  Academy's  baseball  team  will 
meet  the  school  nine  in  the  commencement 
day  game,  the  seventh  annual  game  in  the 
series.  After  the  contest  tea  will  be  served  in 
front  of  the  Mansion  House. 

At  seven  o'clock  tonight  Commencement 
festivities  will  come  to  a  close  with  the  annual 
dinner  which  will  be  held  in  a  large  tent  on 
the  athletic  field.  Several  hundred  friends  of 
the  school  who  have  received  tickets  for  the 
dinner  are  expected  to  attend. 

Dr.  Claude  Moore  Fuess,  Headmaster  of 
Phillips  Academy  at  Andover  will  preside  as 
toastmaster  at  the  dinner.  Dr.  Fuess  will  in- 
troduce as  speakers  Dr.  James  Phinney  Bax- 
ter, 3d,  Master  of  Adams  House  at  Harvard 
College,  the  Honorable  Leverett  Saltonstall  of 
Boston,  and  Dr.  Charles  C  Tillinghast,  Head- 
master of  the  Horace  Mann  School.

Two  members  of  the  class  of  1937  will  at- 
tend schools  in  foreign  countries  next  year  as 
representatives  of  the  International  School- 
boy Fellowship,  of  which  Governor  Dummer 
is  a  member. 

Chandler  Fuller  of  West  Newton  has  been 
selected  among  fifteen  American  school  boys 
who  will  attend  schools  in  the  British  Isles. 

Fuller  has  been  chosen  to  be  the  represent- 
ative of  this  country  at  Campbell  College,  Bel- 
fast, Ireland.  Other  schools  include  Christ's 
Hospital,  Westminister,  St.  Columba's,  Rugby, 
and  Clifton. 

Sheldon  Harris  of  Penacook,  New  Hamp- 
shire, will  be  the  exchange  student  who  will 
go  to  Germany,  and  for  the  third  year  a  Ger- 
man boy  will  come  to  Governor  Dummer  in 
September.

At  the  Senior  Sing  which  was  held  last 
night,  Putnam  Flint,  Editor  of  The  Milestone, 
announced  that  this  year's  edition  of  the  year- 
book was  dedicated  to  Mr.  Joseph  X.  Dum- 
mer.  Mr.  Dummer,  a  descendant  of  William 
Dummer  who  founded  the  Academy,  has 
been  a  member  of  the  school's  board  of 
Trustees  since  1906.  For  many  years  he  has 
served  as  Secretary  of  the  board. 

President  Edward  Donnelly  of  the  Senior 
class  presented  the  class  gift  to  the  school 
which  is  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  the 
purchase  of  two  drinking  fountains  to  be  in- 
stalled in  Parsons  School  House  and  the  gym- 
nasium. 

The  1937  Milestone  made  its  formal  ap- 
pearance at  the  Sing  and  was  distributed  after 
the  ceremony. 

An  impressive  part  of  the  Sing  was  the  sing- 
ing of  the  Senior  Song  by  the  members  of  the 
graduating  class  as  they  filed  by  the  milestone 
on  the  campus.  Seniors  and  their  guests  were 
entertained  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eames  in  the 
dining  hall  following  the  ceremony. 


The  Governor  Dummer  Chapter  of  Cum 
Laude  Society  held  its  annual  installation  at 
the  school  on  May  14.  The  new  members  of 
the  society  are  Theodore  Bergmann,  Edwin 
Murphy,  John  Pettibone,  Harris  Richardson, 
Melvin  Salwen,  and  Woodbury  Smith.  Elec- 
tion to  membership  is  on  the  basis  of  high 
scholastic  standing. 

Dr.  Arthur  W.  Ewell,  Trustee  of  Governor 
Dummer,  was  elected  an  honorary  member  of 
Cum  Laude,  as  was  Professor  Warren  J.  Hor- 
ton  of  M.  I.  T.  who  delivered  the  address  of 
the  evening. 

Professor  Horton  talked  of  the  problems  of 
invention  which  science  might  attack  to  cor- 
rect our  present  economic  situation,  which  is 
one  of  poverty  in  a  land  of  plenty.  There  have 
been  no  important  inventions  in  the  realm  of 
human  foods  for  several  hundred  years  with 
the  exception  of  cereals,  and  great  advances 
are  possible,  he  said,  in  this  field  and  also  in 
those  of  housing,  clothing,  and  transportation.

An  important  aim  in  life  is  to  keep  faith, 
said  Mr.  Leavitt,  and  to  achieve  this  ideal  re- 
quires consideration  of  three  approaches.  We 
must  keep  faith  with  the  heritage  of  courage 
and  integrity  of  our  forebears,  and  with  the 
standards  which  have  been  handed  down  to 
us.  We  must  also  justify  the  dependability 
which  our  fellowmen  ascribe  to  us. 

Most  important  of  all  is  the  effort  to  keep 
faith  with  ourselves,  benefiting  by  whatever 
errors  may  occur  to  strengthen  conscience  and 
assure  certain,  honorable  action  for  the  future.

Rev.  Lawrence  Hay  ward  of  Newbury  port 
The  Reverend  Lawrence  Hayward,  minister 
of  the  Unitarian  Church  in  Newburyport,  was 
the  speaker  at  the  service  on  May  9.  Mr.  Hay- 
ward  emphasized  the  importance  of  spiritual 
as  well  as  physical  growth  in  the  life  of  man. 

Rev.  Frederick  Noss  of  Andover 

On  Sunday,  May  16,  the  Reverend  Fred- 
erick B.  Noss  of  the  South  Church  in  Andover 
spoke  at  Vespers.  Mr.  Noss  said  that  success 
is  not  truly  measured  by  one's  wealth  and 
possessions  but  by  one's  character.  Solomon, 
said  Mr.  Noss,  with  great  wealth  and  power, 
died  a  failure;  while  Christ,  lacking  all  that 
Solomon  had,  triumphed  by  virtue  of  his  char- 
acter. 

Rev.  Henry  Ogilby  of  Brookl'me 

The  Reverend  Henry  McF.  Ogilby  of 
Brookline  was  the  Vespers  speaker  on  May 
23.  Taking  physical  blindness  as  his  topic,  Mr. 
Ogilby  spoke  of  the  spiritual  blindness  which 


all  men  are  likely  to  have  without  realizing  it. 
He  pointed  out  that  Jesus  performed  most  of 
his  charitable  acts  with  the  motive  of  bringing 
light  to  the  blind  spots  in  man's  spiritual  life. 

Rev.  John  P.  Schroeder  of  Portland 
The  Reverend  John  P.  Schroeder  of  the 
State  Street  Church,  Portland,  Maine,  spoke 
at  Vespers  on  May  29.  Dr.  Schroeder  said 
that  a  real  proof  of  a  man's  religion  is  his 
sensitivity  to  the  needs  of  humanity.  Those 
who  are  enjoying  the  advantages  of  higher 
education  today  are  of  a  favored  group,  and 
it  is  their  obligation  to  society  to  show  an 
awareness  to  the  tragedy  and  needs  of  human- 
ity which  are  many  today  in  this  changing 
world.
